Immanuel-“God With Us” 


A Christmas Sermon 


“Therefore the Lord himself shall give you a sign; Be- 
hold, a virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, and shall call 
his name Immanuel.”—Isa. 7:14.

Here is a Christmas Scripture, a verse in the Old Testa- 
ment that speaks about the birth of the baby Jesus, God’s 
own Son, who was born of a virgin mother, lived among men, 
died for our sins on the cross, and arose again and ascended 
to Heaven. The prophet Isaiah, nearly 750 years before the 
Saviour was born, wrote by divine inspiration, “Therefore 
the Lord himself shall give you a sign; Behold, a virgin shall 
conceive, and bear a son, and shall call his name Immanuel.” 


This verse was later quoted by 
the angel of God, speaking to Jo- 
seph, the promised husband of 
Mary. The record is given us 
in Matthew 1:23. So we know 
that this verse, written by the pro- 
phet of God long beforetime, tells 
of ‘the birth of Jesus Christ. 

The virgin birth is a sign, we 
are told. The preceding verse 
says that it is a sign given to 
the “house of David.”” Of course 
it was not addressed simply to 
Ahaz, but to the whole house of 
David. So Mary, who was of the 
lineage of David, and Joseph her 
promised husband, who was also 
descended from Israel's greatest 
hing, were doubtless familiar with 
this Old Testament verse. And 
So each of them found it easy to 
believe the prophecy of God that 
the dear Lord Jesus was to be 
born without a human § father, 
born of a virgin mother. 

The, New Testament quotation 
of this verse gives the interpreta- 
tion of the word Immanuel. Mat- 
thew 1:23 tells us: “Behold, a vir- 
gin shall be with child, and shall

We do take subscriptions for THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD when 
people desire to subscribe, but 
these subscribers never receive a 
letter asking for gifts. These 
young evangelists believe as I do, 
in cooperation, brotherly love, and 
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bring forth a son, and they shall 
call his name Emmanuel, which 
being interpreted is, God with 
us.” Immanuel (spelled Emman- 
uel in the New Testament) means 
“God with us.” What a wonder- 
ful thought for Christmas! The 
dear Lord Jesus is called “God 
with us.” 


I. The Virgin Birth Essential 
to Christ’s Deity 

How like the _ characteristic 
straightforward way of the Bible, 
to tell us first that a virgin should 
conceive and bear a son and then 
tell us that this virgin-born Son, 
without a human father, should 
(be called Immanuel, “God. with 
us.” Here the Bible simply ex- 
presses an obvious fact: the deity 
of Christ depends upon His vir- 
gin birth. Jesus Christ was not 
born as other people are. He is 
not the son of a human father. 
Rather, He was miraculously con- 
ceived in the womb of a virgin. 
The Spirit of God Himself mirac- 
ulously caused the conception of 
the Lord Jesus. 


All who understand the _ § sim- 
plest, plainest doctrines in the Bi- 
ble will understand why the Sav- 
iour must be born of a virgin. 
Men are tainted with sin. The 
whole race is fallen since Adam 
and Eve sinned in the Garden of 
Eden. Every child ever born 
comes into this world with: the 
curse of sin upon him. Every 
child is born but to die. And if 


Jesus were to be without the 
taint of sin. He needed to be con- 
ceived and born in a way different 
from the usual course of mankind. 


He was conceived and born of a 
virgin. Jesus had no human 
father! 


Wicked men who did not want 
to honor Jesus as the Christ of 
God, who were not willing to bow 
to Him as their Lord and Sav- 
iour, have falsely stated that the 
Hebrew word for virgin, in Isaiah 
7:14, did not necessarily mean 
virgin, but only a young woman, 
whether married or single. But 
that statement is as_unscholarly 
as it is malicious. The word here 
used for virgin (the Hebrew word 
aimah) is used six other times in 
the Old Testament. I have just 
read the six other verses in the 
Bible which use this word and 
even a casual reader would be 
convinced that the meaning is as 
translated in Isaiah 7:14, a vir- 
gin. One case is that of Miriam, 
the sister who watched the baby, 
Moses, in the bulrushes and went 
and called his mother for the 
princess who found him. Another 
is of Rebekah before she was 
married, and the term is used in 
his prayer by the godly servant 
who came to find a bride for 
Isaac. In one such verse, Song 
of Solomon 6:8, the word is used 
to differentiate certain serving 
girls from the concubines and 
queens of Solomon! The virgins 
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What bliss it is to be the instru- 
ment of saving bodies from death! 


Those monks on Mount St. Ber- 


nard surely must feel happiness 
when they rescue men from death, 
The dog comes to the door, and 
they know what he means; he has 
discovered some poor weary 
traveller who has lain down to 
sleep in the snow, and is dying 
from cold and exhaustion.

say, “Poor creature! art thou 
dead?” When, at last, they per- 
ceive some heaving of the lungs, 
what joy it is in the breast of 
those brethren as they say, “His

restore him. 

Or, suppose another case. A 
house is in flames, and“in it is 
a woman with her children who 
cannot by any means escape.

were not concubines, were not 
queens; that is, they were not 
married and they were literally 
virgins. The other times also the 
word ig well translated simply 
virgin, or maid, as distinguished 
from married woman or matron. 

But there is an easier way toi 
us to understand the meaning 0 
the term virgin as used here im 
Isaiah 7:14, and that is to see 
how the New TeStament expiains 
it. Joseph was deeply concerneu 


when he found that Mary, to 
whom he was engaged, would 
soon have a child. Had Mary 
played the harlot? Had _ she, 
whom he had so loved and trust- 
ed, gone into sin and was sne 


about to become an unwed mother 
as the result of her sin? How he 
loved Mary! Must he renounce 
her and accuse her before the 
authorities, and have her stoned 
te death as an adulteress? While 
these things troubled the poor 
heart of Joseph he fell asleep and 
the angel of God appeared to him. 
The story is given in Matthew 
1:18-25. Let us read it with rev- 
erence and joy. 


“Now the birth of Jesus Christ 
was on this wise: When as his 
mother Mary was espoused to 
Joseph, before they came togeth- 
er, she was found with child ot 
the Holy Ghost. Then Joseph her 
husband,. being a just man, and 
not willing to make her publick 
example, was minded to put her 
away privily. But while’ he 
thought on these things, behold, 
the angel of the Lord appeared 
unto him in a dream, saying, Jos- 
eph, thou son of David, fear not 
to take unto thee Mary thy wife: 
for that which is conceived in her 
ix of the Holy Ghost. And she 
shall bring forth a son, and thou 
shall call his name JESUS: tor he 
shall save his people from their 
sins. Now all this was done, that 
it might be fulfilled which was 
gppoken of the Lord by the proph- 
et, saying, Behold, a virgin -shall 
be with child, and shall bring 
forth a son and they shall call 
his name Emmanuel, which being 
interpreted is, God with us. Then 
Joseph being raised from sleep 
did as the angel of the Lord had 
bidden him, and took unto him 
his wife: And knew her not till 
she had brought forth her first- 
born son: and he called his name 
JESUS.” 

Here again we have the plain, 
simple statement that ‘that 
which is conceived in her [Mary] 
is of the Holy Ghost.” And then 
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we are told that this is simply a 
fulfillment of the promise in Iisa- 
iah 7:14 that a virgin should con- 
ceive anil bear the Saviour, with- 
out a human father. 


You see that the deity of Christ 
Langs upon His virgin birth, 

And again in Luke the same 
question of the virgin-birth of 
Christ ~omes up. The angel Ga- 
briel came to Mary and gave her 
the wonderful promise that she 
should be the mother of the Sav- 
iour, Luke 1:26-38 tells the story. 

“And in the sixth month the 
angel Gabriel was sent from God 
unto a city of Galilee, named 
Nazareth, To a virgin espoused 
to a man whose name was Joseph, 
of the house of David; and the 
virgin’s name was Mary. And the 
angel came in unto her, and said, 
Hail, thou that art highly favored. 
the Lord is with thee: blessed art 
thou among women. And when 
she saw him, she was troubled at 
his saying, and cast in her mind 
what manner of salutation this 
shoulg be. And the angel said 
unto her, Fear not, Mary: for thou 
hast found favor with God. And, 
behold, thou shalt conceive in thy 
womb, and bring forth a son, and 
shalt call hig name JESUS. He 
shall be great, and shall be called 
the Son of the Highest: and the 
Lorg God shall give unto him the 
throne of his father David: And 
he shall reign over the house of 
Jacob for ever; and of his king- 
dom there shall be no end. Then 
said Mary unto the angel, How 
shall this be, seeing I know not 
aman? And the angel answered 
and said unto her, The Holy Ghost 
shall come upon thee, and the 
power of the Highest shall over- 
shadow thee: therefore also that 
holy thing which shall be born of 
thee shall be called the Son of 
God. And behold, thy cousin, 
Elisabeth, she hath also conceived 
a son in her old age: and this is 
the sixth month with her, who 
was called barren. For with God 
nothing shall be impossible. And 
Mary said, Behold, the handmaid 
of the Lord; be it unto me accord- 
ing to thy word. And the angel 
departeg from her.” 

Mary very properly asked the 
angel: ‘How shall this be, seeing 
I know not a man?” 

The angel answered, “The Holy 
Ghost shall come upon thee, and 
the power of the Highest shall 
overshadow thee: therefore also 
that holy thing which shall be 
born of thee shall be called the 
Son of God.” 

This is the clear prophecy of a 
miracle. And the angel said, “For 
with God nothing shall be im- 
possible.” And it is only by 
virtue of this virgin birth, this 
miraculous conception, unlike the 
conception of every other child 
ever born, that Jesus is called in a 
unique sense, the Son of God. The 
deity of Christ depends upon His 
virgin birth. 

Christmas time is a time to 
honor Christ, God’s unspeakable 
gift to men. Christmas time is 
a time to praise His name, to 
glorify Him, to give the dear Lord 
Jesus the honor which is His due. 
And no one can give Christ any 
proper honor who does not admit 
His virgin birth and therefore His 
deity. 

Every believer in the Bible be- 
lieves the virgin birth. One who 
does not believe in the virgin birth 
of Christ has no right to claim to 
be a Christian. Any so-called 
Christian leader or preacher or 
teacher who says that belief in the 
virgin birth is not, essential is 
trifling with holy matters. Any 
such statement is a scandalous 
hypocrisy, an inexcusable evasion 
of the truth. 

One who does not believe in the 
virgin birth of Christ should 
simply say, “I am not a Christian. 
I do not believe the Bible: I do 
not believe in the deity of Christ. 
I do not trust in His atoning blood. 
I am an infidel, a pagan.” One 
who denies the virgin birth and 
pretends to be a Christian is a 
deliberate deceiver, using feigned 
words to accept a salary or to 
maintain a position of honor or 
to get some other gain by this 
false and wicked pretension of 
Christianity without. a super- 
natural Christ. At Christmas 
time it is well for us to remember 


that. we wish all men well but

accept no one as a Christian who 
does not take Jesus Christ for all 
He claims to be, the virgin-born 
Son of God.

Jesus Is Really God 
My book, Is Jesus God? which 


is an answer to infidels in the 
church and out, was recently ad- 
vertised in THE SWORD OF 
THE LORD, and there came a 
critical letter from a man who 
said, “Of course Jesus is not God 
Jesus is the Son ef God! How 
silly to write a book on ‘Is Jesus 
God?’” But our brother whe 
wrote (I suppose*he was a Chris- 
tian brother) was as ignorant as 
he was irascible.

In Hebrews 1:8 is. this start- 
ing statement, “But unto .the 
Son he saith, Thy throne, O God, 
is for ever and ever: a sceptre of 
righteousness is the sceptre of thy 
kingdom.” Here in Hebrews 1:8 
is a quotation from Psalm 45:6. 
‘The Old Testament Scripture 
says, “Thy throne, O God, is for 
ever and -ever.” Then Hebrews 
1:8 says that that is addressed te 
Jesus Christ the Son! God the 
Father addressing Jesus the Son 
says, “Thy throne, O God, is for 
ever an ever.” Yes, Jesus is lhit- 
erally God. So a beautiful name 
cf Christ is Immanuel, literally 
meaning God with us. Jesus is 
Ged. 

Does that seem strange to you? 
Then turn to the Gospel of John. 
There in John 1:1, 2 we have the 
following statement about Jesus 
who is called “the Word.” 

“In the beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God 
The same was in the beginning 
with God. ~ 

In verse 14 of the same chap- 
ter the Scripture says: “And the 
Word was made flesh, and dwelt 
among us, (and we beheld his 
giory, the glory as of .the only 
begotten of the Father,) full of 
grace and truth.” 

This Word who was with God 
and was God, then was made 
flesh. Jesus is God but He is God 
with us! He is Immanuel! 

I do not wonder that Thomas 
who had been doubting the resur- 
rection of the Saviour, when con- 
vinced by the nail prints and the 
wound in the side of the Saviour 
there before him cried out and 
said, “My Lord and my God.” 
Jesus is Immanuel, is really God 
with us. 

And the _ Bible everywhere 
teaches that Jesus is God. You 
remember that a rich young ruler 
came to Jesus and called Him, 
“Good master,” which is similar 
to “good professor,” or “good 
rabbi.” That did not please Je- 
sus, for He is more than a teach- 
er. And so Jesus replied, “Why 
callest thou me good? There is 
none good but one, that is God.” 
If Jesus is not God then He is not 
good, for He certainly claimed to 
be God and He is an imposter and 
a deceiver unless He is what He 
claimed to be, God in human form. 

We can have no Immanuel un- 
less Christ is really God, unless 
Christ really is one with the 
Father. 

In Christ God is With the Whole 
Human Race! 

Immanuel is “God with us,” 
God with the whole human race. 
In II Corinthians 5:19 the Scrip- 
ture says, “To wit, that God was 
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Christ, 


reconciling the world 


and hath 
committed unto us the word of 
reconciliation.’”’ There is a sense 
in which Christ is not only God 
with Christians, but He is God with 
mankind. There is a sense in 
which the whole world is recon- 
ciled to God. Let us say, rather, 
that a bridge has been made be- 
tween God and men, a bridge for 
the whole race to cross upon, if 
they will. Let us say that all 
the sinners who reject Christ and 
go to Hell were loved of God and 
sought of God and bought by the 
sacrifice of Calvary the same as 
the rest of us who have trusted 
and received the Saviour. 


When God gave His Son, then 
God _ identified Himself forever 
with the human race. Christ, 
God the Son, even now sits in 
Heaven beside the Father on the 
Father’s throne, in a human 
body! When Christ comes again 
the second time men will see the 
wounds in His hands and in His 
feet, When Christ was born, then, 
there is a sense in which God be- 
came a man. And God the Fath- 
er and God the Son are se close- 
ly related, so perfectly united -in 
thought and plan and will and 
work that God the Father gave 
Himself when He gave His Son. 
And God the Father was eternal- 
ly tied up with the human race 
when He gave His Son to be born 
of a virgin and to become Im- 
manuel, “God with us.” 

I sometimes tell my daughters 
that they must remember that 
when they marry a young man 
they marry his father and moth- 
er and brothers and sisters, too. 
So when God the Father gave His 
Son to become a man, God joined 
Himself to the whole human race. 
Christ is Immanuel, God with us. 

It is beautiful to remember 
that God made the sun, moon and 
stars as lights for man on this 
earth, that God created all the 
animal , Kingdom and the vegeta- 
ble kinjrdom as realms over which 
man should have dominion. Of 


all created beings man is to God 


the most precious. But now that 
Christ is born of a virgin and God 
the Son has become a man, then 
the godhead is forever to. be oc- 
cupied with the saving of men 
and God reveals Himself in hu- 
man terms. God the Father 
fa “Father” as an accommo- 
Gation of the term a child 
uses for his parent. Christ 
is our high priest, as an adapta- 
tion of a human office and a hu- 
man term. Christ is the head 
and husband of His church, which 
is His body, including all the 
saved. But those are adaptations 
of human terms. God has the 
whole human race on His hands, 
and when God gave His Son to 
become Immanuel, it meant that 
God would be forever occupied 
with saving the human race, and 
that His delight would be in those 
of mankind who would trust in 
His Son. And His eternal com- 
panions in the glorious future will 
be sinners saved by grace! Christ 
is “Immanuel,” God with the 
whole human race. 

ii. Christ Is ‘God With Me’! 

But for a born-again child of 
God, Christ is more than God 
with the human race. Christ ‘is, 
for the Christian, literally God 
with me! I can say like Thomas 
when his doubts were dissolved, 
“My Lord and my God.” Jesus 
fs not only God, He is my Ged. 
He is not only God with mankind 
but He is God with me! 

“Christ in you, the hope of 
giory,” says Colossians 1:27. Ev- 
ery Christian has Christ within. 
That is salvation, to have Christ. 
And those who have Christ have 
God the Father, also. In I John 
5:12 we are told: “He that hath 
the Son hath life; and he that 
hath not the Son of God hath not 
Bfe.”’

Stantly abides in the body of every 
Christian (Rom. 8:9, I Cor. 6:19, 
20). So the Christian can really 
say that he has Immanuel, that is, 
that God Himself is with the 
Christiarr. 


And every Christian has the 
blessed promise of Jesus, “And, 
lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.” And 
then beyond the end of this age 
we have the promise of eternal 
joy in His presence! One who has 
Christ has the Immanuel, has God 
with him. Christ is really ‘God 
with me.’ 

Oh, weak, stumbling Christians, 
how foolish for us not to see that 
Christ with us can solve every 
probiem! He is the creator of 
the worlds. We are plainly told, 
“All things were made by him; 
and without him was not any 
thing made that was made” (John 
1:3). In Hebrews 1:2 we are 
plainly told that it Was “by His 


Son,” Jesus Christ, “by whom 
also he made the worlds.” How 
can we fear hunger when the 


creator of all the fields of the 
earth, the One from whose 
providential and loving hand every 
living creature in the unverse is 
fed, is with us as our beloved, 
literally God with us and God 
within' How can we fear cir- 
cumstances when the God of all 
circumstances is “the God of all 
grace,” and He is with us! How 
can we fear sorrow and trouble 
when “the God of all comfort” 
is. with us! Oh, the riches of love 
in Christ Jesus! Oh, the wealth 
of every Christian who has Christ! 
At Christmas time every one of 
us might well muse and meditate 
on the wonderful gift that God 
gave and say with the inspired 
apostle, “Thanks be unto God for 
his unspeakable gift” (II Cor. 9: 
15). We have Immanuel! We 
have God with us! 

Joshua had Gog with him and 
So he could command the sun to 
stand still in the heavens, and it 
was so. King Hezekiah had God 
with him, and he could spread out 
the blasphemous letter of Sen- 
nacherib on the altar of the Lord, 
and the next morning the angel 
of God had slain 185,000 enemies 
besieging the city! The three 
Hebrew children had one “like the 
Son of God” to make a fourth in 
the fiery furnace. They literally 
had God with them. Christ, Im- 
manuel, made that furnce into a 
pleasant walk. There was not the 
smell of fire on their garments, 
and not a hair of their heads was 
singed. 

If I have needs, God has all the 
angels at His command, and they 
are “ministering spirits, sent 
forth to minister for them who 
shall be heirs of salvation’ (Heb. 
1:14). If I have God with me, 
I have all the angels of Heaven 
to be my messengers on the wings 
of light or my protectors with 
flaming swords! Hallelujah, when 
I have Immanuel, I have every- 
thing! 

This morning in the presence of 
other workers here in the Sword of 
the Lord office I somewhat 
timidly asked God that in two 
days we could have at hand $9,000 
that we might take the 2% dis- 
count on some large printing bills 
just now due. In the prayer I 
told God that there was no 
probable source from which such 
an amount would be humanly ex- 
pected so soon, but that He was 
the God of the impossible as well 
as of the probable. Others joined 
me in the prayer. We wanted

[V. Yet Those Without Christ

In Ephesians 2:12 is a plaintive 
and sad word about all who do 
not know Christ as Saviour. 
Speaking to the saints at Ephesus, 
Paul reminded them of the time 
when they were unsaved, in these 
words: “That at that time ye 
were without Christ, being aliens 
from the commonwealth of Israel, 
and strangers from the covenants 
of prdmise, having no hope, and 
without God in the world.” 

Any poor man or woman who 
does not have Christ does not 
have God. He is in a sad state, 
being an alien from God's people, 
a stranger to God's promises, 
“having no hepe, and without God 
ir the world.” It is only in Christ 
that anyone is near to God; for 
Christ, Immanuel, is “God with 

Years ago I pressed upon a 
girl her duty to take Christ as 
her Saviour. She was not ready. 
She told me how good and moral 
She was. She read the Bible. She 
prayed every day. She was mod- 
est and moral and upright. 

“But to whom can you pray?”

roing to wind up being a preacher, 
although when I was a youngster 
[. neither wanted nor planned to 
preach! But even more strange 
is the fact that almost all of my 
boyhood friends thought I was 
going to turn out to be a 
preacher! Certainly I did not 
behave like a prospective min- 
ister of the gospel. Being both 


reckless and hot neaded by nature 
(although | really shouldn't blame 
nature” for my honery disposi- 
tion) I was usually equaily ready 
to try to ride the wildest horse or 
iick the toughest kid that came 
along. I really was a good horse- 
man but many of the fellows 
could out-fight me. Because I 
was too stubborn to quit when I 
was licked, though, the fight 
usually wound up with me pound- 
ing the living daylights out of 
the other kid! Many a time I 
have wobbled away from a battle- 
ground when, like Napoleon, “one 
more such victory would cost me 
my kingdom”! Moreover, I often 
used vile language to show my 
friends just how “tough” I was. 

But my friends failed to be im- 
pressed. Many a time we have 
sat around a campfire after a 
‘possum hunt and made prophe- 
cies about the future. We decid- 
ed that Jimmy Cunnius with a 
good head and a liking for hard 
work would be a successful mer- 
chant. (He is a farmer and a 
good ome near Decatur, Texas.) 
Booth Mooney, with a love for 
study and a talent of writing, 
would surely be a newspaper edi- 
tor. (Bullseye!) A. C. Hoyle 
would, with his gift of gab, seil 
life insurance like hotcakes. (De- 
livered potato chips last I heard 
of him.) Finally my turn would 
come and eagerly I awaited their 
decision. What would they pro- 
phecy for me? A rancher? Ro- 
deo rider? Airplant pilot? Nope, 
it turned out the same way every 
time, no matter what gang I was 
with. After discussing my good 
and bad points one of them would 
drawl, “Billy, yore as mean as the 
Devil, but some how I believe 
yore cut out to be a preacher as 
shore as yore born”! 


And I secretly thought so, too, 
although I wasn’t too sold on the 
idea at that time. Ranching was, 
to me, the ideal vocation. It-was 
a healthy, wholesome life around 
livestock I love and there was 
the prospect of making big money. 

Later, however, when I was in 
college I began thinking rather 
seriously about life. For the first 
time I realized that my life here 
would be rather short and it was 
important that I make the most 
of it. What could I do that 
would help me get the most out 
of life? Well, what did I have that 
was the most valuable? Friends 
were mighty important and yet 
they passed on even as my own 
mother and father had. Money 
was not the most important thing 
for it could be lost so easily. The 
more I thought of it the more lI 
was driven to the logical conclu- 
sion—the most important thing I 
had was my salvation. It was 
the one thing of which I was sure, 
it was the one thing above all 
others that brought me the most

(In fact, I secretly wonder why 
all soul winners do not want to 
be preachers and all preachers 
evangelists!) 
it Works For All Who Believe! 

To my great delight I have 
found again and again that God's 
promise of salvation, to all who 
believe, really works. I can say 
to all who read this—and know 
I am telling the truth—God will 
save your soul if you will but turn 
to Jesus. You can be saved and 
know you are saved if you will 
turn from your sins to the Lord 
Jesus and trust Him to save you 
and forgive your sins. I have seen 
this work for literally thousands 
of people of ali nationalities, 
young and old, good and bad. It 
will work for you. 

An Old “Sait” Saved 

I remember the sea captain who 
came to our meetings in Oregon. 
He looked like an “old _ tar” 
straight from the story books of 
my boyhood. Dressed in a blue 
coat with brass buttons, three- 
week stubble of gray beard, 
thick-set, squinting blue eyes and, 
His

You, Too, Can Be Saved Today 
And you who read this may 
“come ashore,” too. The gospel 
of Christ is the power of God un- 
to salvation to “every one” that 
believes. That means you.. 
Perhaps some girl reads this 
who has played the harlot. I am 
go glad I can tell you God loves 
you, Christ died for you and you 
can be saved by believing in 
Chirst. “Come now, and let us 
reason together, saith the Lord: 
though your sins be as scariet, 
‘they shall be as white as snow; 
though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be as woo!” (Isa. 1:18). 
Perhaps some young man reads 
this who has played the fool. It 
may be that cursing or drinking 
or lust has enslaved you. Then 
read Isaiah 55:7, “Let the wicked 
forsake his way, and the un- 
righteous man his thoughts: and 
let him return unto the Lordgand 
he will have mercy upon him;

world to save sinners!” (I Tim. 


1:15). 

Any sinner? The best and the 
worst? Yes! This is clearly 
stated again and again. Christ 


tasted death for “every man” and 
is “not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come 
to repentance.” 

God will save the soul of every- 
one who comes to him through 
Christ. 

II. Salvation for the Body 

Wonderful as it is, however, to 
know our souls are saved, that 
is only part of our need. What 
about our bodies? The Bible tells 
us that “in Adam all die.” Not 
only are we “dead in trespasses 
and sin” in a spiritual sense but 
our bodies are literally, physical- 
ly, actually dying. We are like 
the old dog I used to sing about 
ee a boy— 


“I had an ole dog and his

name wuz Rover, 
An’ when he died, he died all 
all over!” 


When Adam sinned he “died 
all over,” spiritually and physi- 
cally, and we in him. 

Now then, if all who die in 
Adam shall in Christ “be made 
alive;” and if Jesus is able also te 
save them to the uttermost that 
come unto God by him,” then why 
didn’t God save my body when He 
saved my soul? My body certain- 
ly needs saving for it is the same 
one I was born with. I am thir- 
ty-five years old, going on a hun- 
dred, and my body is getting older 
every day! Moreover my body 
bears the scars of broken bones 
and lacerated flesh that have im- 
proved neither my health, disposi- 
tion or looks! And speaking of 
“looks,” my body never has been 
auything to write home about for 
I have always been long (six feet 
two inches) and lanky. And al- 
though I have always been very 
healthy I certainly would like to 
have a body that wouldn’t get 
tired after an all-night drive, that 
wouldn't get cold when I sleep in 
my car to save on traveling ex- 
penses, that wouldn’t get hoarse 
when I preach several times a 
day and that wouldn’t get ab- 
scesses in the kidney when I 
preach with the flu! 


Seriously, when Jesus died that 
my soul might be saved, why 
didn’t He arrange for the salva- 
tion of my body, too? The an- 
swer to that question should be 
joyfully shouted around the 
world—“HE DID! HE DID!” 
Jesus not only died that your 
soul might be saved but your 
body as well. 

The Graveyard in Charlotte 


One day I walked with John 
Rice and several other men 
through one of America’s oldest 
graveyards in Charlotte, South 
Carolina. I came across a mar- 
ble slab that bore the following 
inscription,

Many an adulterer longs for 
purity but it seems utterly im- 
possible to keep himself from lust- 
ful thoughts and deeds. 

Many a man would like to be 
kind to his wife and family but 
he has given sway to his ugly 
temper so many years that he has 
all but made his home a hell-on- 
earth. 

Christ the Remedy 


Is there no remedy? Is there 
no balm in Gilead? Yes, good 
neighbor, there is — Jesus Christ 
can gave your life! When He 
saves your soul He will change 
your heart. You wil] find, like 
Paul, that you will now hate the 
things you once loved and love 
the things you once hated! The 
Scripture tells us: 

“Therefore if any man be in 

‘Christ, he is a new creature: 

[or creation] old things are 

passed away; behold, all 

things are become new.”—Il 

Cor. 5:17. 

Of course you will atill be 
tempted to do some things that 
are wrong but you will also be 
given a strong desire not to do 
them. Furthermore, we find that 
“there hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to 
man: but God is faithful, who 
will not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able; but will 
with the temptation also make a 
way to escape, that ye may be 
able to bear*it” (I Cor. 10:13). 

Again we read, “And call upon 
me in the day of trouble: I WILL 
DELIVER THEE, and thou shalt 
glorify me” (Psa. 50:15). 

To these let me add but one 
more precious promise. H is 
found in John 8:36, “If the Son 
therefore shall make yoy free, ye 
shall be free indeed.” 

There are Hlhiterally. millions 
living today who can testify to 
the fact that there lives have been 
radically changed since the day 
they turned to Christ. 

A True Story 

Have you heard the story of 
the young man named Mel who 
fell im with bad companions and 
got into the habit of drinking 
whiskey? He drank more and 
more until his family was afraid 
he would become a drunkard. The 
young man and his family de- 
cided he needed a wife to steady 
him ‘so he married a lovely girl. 
But soon he was leaving his wife 
to join the “boys” at the saloon 
and the habit of drink became 
stronger and stronger until he 
was drunk a great part of the 
time. 

Finally his folks said, “If you 
moved to another town you could 
quit. You wouldn’t drink if it 
were not for your friends so you 
must move away from them. Go 
to another town, get a job, make 
new friends, devote yourself to 
your wife and to the baby soon to 
be born.” 

* So Mel and his wife moved. His 
folks gave him a fine carriage 
and a splendid horse and felt 
sure things would be different 
from now on. And for a short 
time Mel was engrossed with his 
new home, with his new job, his 
little baby and new friends. But 
little by little he gave in to his 


desire for drink and soon he was’ 
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tion until we see Him in KH as a 
humble Man, wholly dependent 
upon His Father. Satan said to 
Christ, “Command that these 
stones be made bread,” but Jesus 
Christ did not come into this 
world to command, but to obey. 
There is no exercise of Deity in 
the temptation in the wilderness. 
Twice Satan voiced his temptation 
with these words, “If Thou be the 
Son of God,” but Christ absolutely 
refused to be drawn onto that 
ground. We agree with Scrog- 
gie. who writes: “Had Christ 
fought out that battle on ground 
we could never occupy, and in a 
strength we do not possess, x 
coulg never have been said of Him, 
‘He was tempted in all points, like 
as we are, yet without sin;’ neither 
again, ‘In that he himself hath 
suffered, being tempted, He is 
able to succor them that are 
tempted.’ That great battle was 
fought out and won by Jesus, not 
only as a necessary self-discipline 
and preparation for the mission on 
which he was about to enter, but 
also as our Representative and 
Champion. And this could not 
have been if He had met the 
enemy on any ground other than 
that of His humanity.” 

We believe that this record was 
written for our encouragement in 
the identical temptation which is 
boung to come to every child of 
God. The battle was fought out by 
our Lord in His humanity and won 
by a force available to every child 
of God. ‘ James writes, “Blessed is 
the man that endureth tempta- 
tion.” To endure is to suffer with- 


eT 


out yielding, and so to come owt 
victoriously. 


We must insist upon the reality 
of the temptation. Satan pressed) 
in upon Him from every side 
Every avenue of approach wag. 
used. Every department of His 
being was attacked. It was se 
“He suffered being tempted.” The 
battle in the wilderness was not 
a sham battle. 


The temptations in the wilder- 
ness was threefold: K was to the 
lust of the flesh, the lust of the 
eye, the pride of life. It was 
threefold: it touched body, soul, 
and spirit. It was threefold: deal- 
ing with personal need, the 
Israelitish nation, and the whole 
world. It was threefold: to self- 
ishness, to presumption, and te 
compromise. It was threefold: te 
appetite, to adventure, to ambi- 
tion. 

We are dealing in this message 
specifically with the second temp- 
tation. We believe, however, that 
the second temptation was rooted 
in the first. Satan’s efforts in the 
first temptation was to lead Christ 
to distrust His Father. The basis 
of that first testing was hunger. 
He was for forty days and nights 
without food. The record de 
clares that at the eng of that 
time He was hungry. Forty days 
and forty nights without food 
brings you to man’s extremity. BR 
was then that Satan spoke. In his 
words, “If thou art the Son of 
God,” you have Satan’s subtle 
insinuation that if the Lord Jesus 
were really God’s Son, He would 
not be suffering hunger, for the 
Father would not permit His Son

the saloons. He lost his job, got 
another and lost #, too. He traded 
his fine horse and buggy to the 
barkeeper for enough liquor to 
make him and his friends drunk. 


Then came the dark day when 
his precious little baby became 
very ill.

Friends 
took up a collection to buy the 
baby some medicine and he went 
to town to have the prescription 
filled.

Again and again he tried to 
quit drinking but simply coyld not. 
Finally one night he walked to the 
shore of Lake Michigan, intend- 
ing to drown himself: He hated 
himself and knew he was not fit 
to live. But when he reached the 
lake he was afraid to jump in. 
He was not fit to die either! For 
hours he walked up and down the 
shore, hating to live and afraid 
to die. 

A stranger approached him and 
offered to help. Mel told him 
there was no power on earth that 
could help him, but finally con- 
sented to go to the old Pacific 
Garden Mission with the stranger 
and there he heard of the love of 
Christ who had died for sinners. 
With tears streaming down his 
face, Mel staggered out of sin into 
the arms of Jesus and was saved. 
Not only was his soul saved, that 
night but his life was saved, too, 
for Mel Trotter never took another 
drop of whiskey as long as he 
lived! 

Everyone knows how Mel Trot- 
ter became a great evangelist, 
how he ang Homer Hammontree 
preached the gospel of Christ 
around the world, how he estab- 
lished the great rescue mission 
in Gran@ Rapids which he ran 
until his homegoing a few years 
ago. He helped establish many

preacher, what He did for Saul 
of Tarsus who became Paul the 
apostle, what He dig for Mel 
Trotter the drunken bum who be- 
came a sober man who lived the 
rest of his days serving God, He 
can do for you.

Dear Mr. Rice: 


I have read your sermon, “What 
A Salvation!” and am writing toe 
let you know that I here and now 
accept Jesus Christ, trusting Him 
to save my-soul, my body and my 


life. I gladly write to let you 
know. 
Sincerely yours, 
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to go hungry. Remember that 
that was the natural hunger of a 
real Man. Hunger is not the 
result of sin. Appetite for food 
is Divinely implanted, for it is part 
of God’s wonderful economy for 
the sustenance of man. Hunger 
is a God-created sense, and it is 
the Divine purpose that man 
satisfy hunger. God intends a 
hungry man to eat. Christ was 
hungry, and without food life was 
impossible. So Satan came and 
said, “Command that these stones 
be made bread and satisfy your 
hunger. You must do something 
about that hunger or you will die. 
There is no food here, but if you 
are the Son of God, you can turn 
stones into bread, and surely there 
is nothing wrong in satisfying a 
legitimate appetite. It is no more 
evil to turn stones into bread than 
ft is to turn water into wine.” 


There is nothing wrong in satis- 
fying a legitimate appetite, but 
there is something wrong in satis- 
fying a legitimate appetite in a 
wrong way. To do a right thing 
in a wrong place, or a wrong way, 
or at a wrong time, makes a right 
thing to be wrong. For example, 
it was right for David to take the 
Ark to Jerusalem, but it was 
wrong for him to carry it upon an 
ox-cart; hence, judgment, because 
the right thing was done in the 
wrong way. 

Our Lord answered this temp- 
tation by saying, “It is written, 
Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God.” 
pealed to the Word, which gives 
the will of His Father. Christ had 
not gone into the wilderness in 
His own will, but in the Father's 
will, The Father knew there was 
no food in the wilderness. His 
Father had used ravens to feed 
Elijah by the brook Cherith. His 
Father had fed a whole nation in 
the wilderness, and surely the 
One who could feed a whole nation 
coulq feed one Man if it were His 
will for that Man to eat. The fact 
that He was right is proven by. the 
ministry of angels after the temp- 
tation (Matt. 4:11). If the Father 
had brought Him to the place 
where there was no food and did 
not supply food, it must be that 
the Father’s plan was that He be 
without: food. The Lord indicated 
that it would be better to live by 
the Word of God, even if it 
meant physical death, then to 
disobey God to save His physical 
life. Satan attempts to get us 
time and again to disregard God's 
Word, to live in independence of 
God, to distrust God. 

Had Christ acted at Satan’s be- 
hest and used Divine power to re- 
lieve hunger, that testing would 
not have been the testing of a 
true man. Had he fallen back 
upon His omnipotence. in that 
hour, His temptation could be of 
no help to me; for if I came to 
such a place, I could not turn a 
stone into bread. But if I ever 
do come to such a place, I can 
trust God, even as He did. 

It was after this first tempta- 
tion in which our Lord affirmed 
His faith by saying “It is written” 
that the second temptation fol- 
lowed. In the second temptation 
we call special attention to Satan’s 
“It is written” and Christ’s “It is 
written again.” 

Satan’s “It Is Written” . 

In the secong temptation Satan 
took Christ into the holy city and 
to the pinnacle of the temple, as if 
to give sanctity to the deed—as if 
to say, “I would not ask You to do 
anything wrong in Your Father’s 
house.” I think Satan frequently 
goes to the house of God. I sup- 
pose if most of us went out to 
Seek for Satan today, we would 
go to the slums; but we will 
probably find him in the church 
and where the people of God are 
assembled together, for his war- 
fare ig constantly against the 
Word. 

His temptation here is expressed 
in the words, “Cast thyself down.” 
That is, he urged Christ to cast 
Himself from the pinnacle ‘to the 


He ap-. 
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see You descending in that mir- 
aculous way, accompanied by 
angels, they will acclaim You 
Messiah at once. No need to take 
that long path that You think 
lies before You. Become King 
of the Jews now.” In other words, 
Satan was urging a short cut to 
the throne. Too many times 
Satan’s efforts are to short cuts. 
Many men desire wealth. The 
way to wealth is hard labor and 
honest effort. Men are eager to 
be rich and cannot take the long 
way; and today the penitentiaries 
are full of folk who have tried a 
short cut to wealth. 

Satan said, “It is written.” By 
those words he made_this tempta- 
tion to appear a matter of faith. 
It was as if he said, “You told me 
in the wilderness that You would 
trust God. You quoted His word. 
You said ‘It is written.’ You 
meant that You would live by 
faith. All right, show me. Cast 
Yourself Gown. Demonstrate Your 
trust in Him. Certainly here in 
Your Father’s house you can rest 
on Your Father’s promises. No 
harm can befall You here. Cast 
Yourself down. You said, ‘It is 
written.’ I say, ‘It is written.’ ”’ 

This temptation, however, was 
not to trust, but to presumption. 
If Satan could not rob Christ of 
faith, he would attempt to turn 
that faith to sin. If he could not 
bring Christ to the place of inde- 
pendence, he would try to bring 
Him to the place of unwarrantable 
dependence, If he could not bring 
Christ to the place of distrust, he 
would bring Him to the place of 
false trust. So we repeat, is 
was not a matter of faith, but of 
presumption. Faith does not 
make a show of itself. Faith is al- 
ways linkeqd with obedience. 


“It is written,” Satan quoted, 
“He shall give his angels charge 
concerning thee, and in _ their 
hands they shall bear thee up 
lest at any time thou dash thy 
foot against a stone.” This ig not 
a quotation. It is a partial quota- 
tion. It is a garbled quotation. 
It is a misquotation. He was 
quoting from Psalms 91:-11, 12: 
“For he shall give his angels 
charge over thee, to keep thee in 
all. thy ways. They shall bear 
thee up in their hands, lest thou 
dash thy foot against a stone.” 
You will note that in the quotation 
he omitted the words, “to keep 
thee in all thy ways,” and he 
added the words, “at any time.” 


The words, “to keep thee in all 
thy ways,” are important. Your 
ways as Christians are God's 
ways. If you are out of God's 
ways, you are out of your own 
way. The commission of verse 11 
reaches no further than “those 
ways.”” While you are in those 
ways, the angels of God will Keep 
you. Christ’s way was the way 
of the cross. In that way He could 
be sure of angelic ministry, but 
only in that way. Your way as a 
Christian is a way of holiness 
and cross-bearing, and denial of 
self. If you are in that way, you 
can be sure of the promises of 
God. If you are not in that way 
when you plead the promises of 

, you are simply asking God 
to put His approval on your sins 
and His grace upon your wrong- 
doing. 

Christ’s “It Is Written Again” 

Note how Christ met the temp- 
tation of Satan. He met Scrip- 
ture with Scripture. He said, “It 
is written again.” He wrested 
the Sword of the Spirit from the 
hand of the enemy and turned it 
against him. Christ appealed to 
the same Scriptures given to us. 
Indeed, our Sword is better than 
His, since he had only the Old 
Testament and we have the New 
Testament, with all of its grace 
and power added to the Old. Jesus 
Christ used the weapon that fits 
our hand. In our temptations we 
can meet Satan in exactly the 
same way in which our Lord met 
him. 

“It is written again.” The word 
“again” is interesting. It is the 
emphatic word in this statement, 
and so Rotherham translates it, 


the Scripture which Satan quoted, 
but rather qualified and inter- 
preted it. The Word is never 
contradictory, for the Word is 
Truth, and there is no contradic- 
tion in Truth. The Word of God 
is one with itself throughout. 
There is no discord between Moses 
and David, and James does not 
contradict Paul. In the Word, 
faith and work, love and duty, 
always go together. — 

When our Lord said, “Again it 
is written,” He gave an example 
of the correct way to use the 
Bible. The Bible is not a scrap- 
book, with truth to be drawn 
from clippings here and there. 
The Bible is an organic whole. 
G. Campbell Morgan never said a 
truer thing than when he said 
that if he took a text, he needed 
the whole Bible to explain it. Too 
much stress canot be laid upon the 
importance of studying a verse in 
the light of its entire context. 
Only so can’it be a true guide. 
Failure to do this is one of the 
chief causes of the misinterpreta- 
tion of Scripture. The Bible is 
not made up of isolated texts. 


There is an old story of a man 
who had a brick house he wanted 
to sell. He carried about with 
him a brick from the house, and 
when he found a possible pur- 
chaser, he displayed the brick to 
show him what kind of a house he 
had. You cannot tell what a house 
is from looking at one brick. You 
cannot know the Book by looking 
at one verse. HK takes more than 
one brick to make a building, and 
it takes more than one text to 
give you the Truth. Bible truth 
has a large place on the pages of 
Scripture. You do not have to 
search for the doctrines in God’s 
Word. Dogma is not based on a 
single verse, nor does M have to 
be hunted with a microscope. 
Take a large view of Truth. 

“Again it is written” means 
more than this. It means that 
Scripture is not to be misquoted, 
and distorted, and twisted. It 
means that a promise is not to be 
inisapplied with a demand for its 
fulfillment according to your own 
purpose. This is not a true usage 
of God’s Holy Word. 


Our “It Is Written” 

Satan still seeks to persuade 
men to tempt God. That word 
“tempt” means “to put to the 
test or to the proof.” Our Lord 
quoted from ‘Deuteronomy 6:16, 
which refers to Israel’s testing of 
God at Massah by insisting that 
He should prove His presence 
among them in the way in which 
they prescribe (Exod. 17:7). They 
called in question His presence 
and His power. Men must be- 
ware of dictating to God in un- 
belief and presumption. Our 
Lord refused to demand of God a 
special token of His presence and 
care. No saint should thrust his 
head into a lion’s mouth and then 
pray to God to save him. He had 
better run, and pray while he 
runs. To be cast into a lion’s den 
by the enemy is a different thing. 
Mark 16:18 says, “They shall take 
up serpents.” This does not mean 
that a man shall put on a public 
exhibition and permit a  poison- 
ous serpent to strike him to prove 
the power of God. That is not 
faith, but presumption. It is true 
that a viper fastened itself upon 
Paul's hand and that he suffered 
no harm, but Paul was not look- 
ing for serpents; he was looking 
for sticks. He did not challenge 
God to give a demonstration of 
power. .We can tempt God by 
tempting Him to put His power to 
a needless test. We can tempt God, 
seeking to use His power for our 
own selfish ends and vain glory. 

Satan still tempts men with 
Scripture. A great many of the 
devilish wrongs in this world seek 
justification from Scripture. Men 
have attempted to justify slavery 
on the basis of the Scripture. 
Men have attempted to justify 
polygamy on the basis of Scrip- 
ture. The Mormons would do 


that today. Many have attempt-, 


ed to justify drunkenness on the 
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basis of Scripture. They make 
the “little wine” of Timothy an 
ocean in which they drown them- 
selves. Rome has attempted to 
justify its persecution of Israel by 
Scripture. She justified the In- 
quisition, with its bloody persecu- 
tion of both the Jews and Chris- 
tians, by Scripture. 

Satan still uses men to wrest 
Scripture to their own destruc- 
tion. Catholicism does this in its 
teaching of purgatory, and the 


confessional, and baptismal _re- 
generation, and popery, and 
Maryoltry. 

Satan still quotes Scripture 
partially. Every heresy in the 
church is partial truth. Jeho- 


vah’s Witnesses quote Scripture, 
but only in part, and their teach- 
ing is deadly error. Every sys- 
tem of iniquity tries to build on 
some portion of Scripture. 

Satan still isolates texts. He 
presents a fragment of truth as 


a whole truth. He quotes “God 
is love” frequently, and _ insists 
that God is merciful and graci- 


ous, and will corfione sin and not 
condemn the sinner. “God 
love,” so you can live as you 
please and all will be well. Cast 
yourself down into the abyss of 


is 


sin; He will give His angels 
charge over thee. “God is love’ 
but God is also “a consuming 


Fire.” 

If Satan cannot tempt men to 
presumption, he will drive them 
te despair. If he cannot persuade 
a man that the Lord is too mer- 
ciful to punish, he will try to 
persuade him that the Lord is 
too just to pardon. He gives a 
man a Scripture about the sin 
that hath never forgiveness, to 
lead him into darkness and des- 
pair. Many feel that somehow 
or other they are guilty of the un- 
pardonable sin, although for the 
life of them they cannot tell what 
it is. They think of nothing else. 
They never remember that God 
says, “Whosoever will may come,” 
nor do they remember that Christ 
said, “Him that cometh unto me 
I will in no wise cast out.” 


When Satan meets us and 
tempts us with Scripture, how 
are we to meet him? The sam« 
as our Lord did in the wilder- 
ness. It was not the Divine 
Man, but it was the Divine Word 
that brought victory to Jesus 
Christ. The same Word will ac- 
complish the same results today. 
We can say, “It is written”; and 
if Satan comes back and says, 
“It is written,” we can say, “It 
is written again.” Victory over 
Satan does not depend on our own 
wisdom; it does not depend on 
our skill in debate. It takes more 
than logic to defeat Satan. Our 
conflict with him is not a con- 
flict of wits. The weakest be- 
liever in the world who could not 
stand against Satan for a mo- 
mentin argument,may arm him- 
self with the wisdom of God. God 
has spoken, and His Word is pre- 
served. He puts an answer in 
your mouth; He puts a Sword in 
your hand. You can answer ev- 
ery temptation of the Evil One 
with “It is written.” 


Too many times children of 
God are defeated because they do 
not “know the Truth. .Know your 
Bible. Be familiar with it. Study 


it in the home, and teach it te 
your children. 

We read of a lad in Mexico whe 
Was a member of a Catholic 
Church. He had never read the 
Bible; but one day there fell into 
his hands a copy of the precious 
Book. He read it, and his heart 
warmed, and his whole being 
thrilled with the Truth of God 
Then one day his priest discover 
ed the boy with the Book and 
took the Bible away from him, 
The boy was in deep sorrow over 
his loss. Sometime later he 
crossed the border into Texas, 


and one evening saw a tent with 
a meeting advertised. He enter- 
ed the tent, and there in the 


front stood a man with an open 
Book in his hand. He was read- 
ing, and that boy heard again 
the message that had so warmed 
his heart. He thrilled at the 
words, and finally started down 
the aisle, shouting out, ‘That's my 
Book! That’s my Book!” 

Oh, that we might all say the 
same thing of God's Holy Book! 
“That’s my Book!"’—not because 
we own a copy, not because we 
have a copy in our hands, but be- 
cause we have the truth of that 
Book in head and heart. 

May we be so filled with God’s 
Truth that when Satan comes to 
say, “It is written,” we can an 
swer, “It is written again.”

in the jungles of New Guinea, 
brought such signal blessings to 
my life until I feel that I must 
tell you about it, even if I did 
negiect to do so at the time, un- 
til I am now ashamed of waiting 
so long. In brief my experience 
was as follows: 5 
“I was overworked and under- 
rnourished——-having to live princi- 
pally on dehydrated food, which 
was very unpalatable. Therefore, 
I became so weak until I lest my 
resistance and took an infection 
of the throat, which was. diag- 
nosed as dyphtheria, and finally 
as possible cancer. I was to be 
shipped home. The asoldiers to 
whom I ministered who believed 
in prayer, came to me and said 
that they had had a prayer meet- 
ing for me and were praying that 
I would be healed, for they could 
not believe it God's will for me 
to be sent home. I told them that 
I was praying the same prayer. 
“Just before I was shipped the 
Lord heard and healed me. I re- 
alized that I needed more nour- 
ishing food than I had been hav- 
ing Therefore encouraged by 
your book on Prayer, which made 
God’s prayer-promises exceeding- 
ly real to me, I asked Him for the 
kind of food that I needed. On 
that same day I was invited to 
the Port Company where I was 
gerved fresh liver and  on- 
ions, biscuits and altogether one 
of the best meals I ever ate in 
my life. How humbled I was 
and thrilled with thanksgiving! 
“Naturally, the next morning I 
started to ask for the necessary 
food, but the -Lord stopped me. He 
said, “The model prayer does not 
say, “Give ME my daily bread, 
but US.”’ That discouraged me 
at first, but after I realized that 
it was the Lord who is able, who 
was prompting me to pray for 
food for all, I prayed it as best 
I could and asked Him to in- 
crease my faith. The next day 
the whole outfit, yes, even the 
whole base, had liver and onions, 
the same as I had had the day 
before! Furthermore, we began 
to have eggs for breakfast and 
other fresh foods, which was a 
boon, indeed. In fact, from that 
day forward I saw the Lord feed 


us in the jungle—just like He fed 
children of Israel in the

mean about $100 more per month; 
besides, | had already had a ‘run- 
in’ with a certain Colonel tor 
‘preaching too much pure gospel, 
as he phrased it. He had me 
transferred, and I was sent to the 
jungles in a shtdrt time, which 
made me feel that ‘my kind’ could 
rot hope for promotion in the 
army. However, the Lord made 
it so strong to me that I should 
ask for promotion that I asked, 
and also wrote to my wife and 
praying friends that they should 
join me. They all wrote back, 
each saying that they had the 
assurance that I weuld be pro- 
moted. How, I did not see at ail. 
lt seemed so unreasonable to me. 

“Nevertheless, just fifty-two 
days from that night I had been 
asked for by another Colonel who 
promised to promote me to a Ma- 
jor, which he did, and I became 
chaplain over a big General Hospi- 


‘tal of three thousand patients in- 


stead of the small Field Hospital 
which operated in the combat 
zone, sometimes right along with 
the Infantry. 

“At this new assignment I 
preached daily, and sometimes 
several times in a day, and the 
Lord saved many of our soldiers, 
sailors, Wacs and nurses. On 
Saturday nights the Lord led us 
to conduct a religious rally, which 
was something like Youth — for 
Christ or The Word of Life Hour 
in N. Y. C., which I participated 
in when I was a_ chaplain up 
tnere.- I could go on and on re- 
citing many answered prayers. 

“Last year in a revival I spoke 
almost one whole week on ‘My 
Prayer-Answering God,” and the 
Lord gave a gracious revival. I 
have now been back in the pas- 
torate a little over a year and in 
my first year here God gave us 
151 additions to the church, 86 
of them coming by baptism, al- 
though this is not a large town. 
How I do praise and thank Him 
for His great goodness and mercy 
so bountifully bestowed upon 
those Who love Him, trust Him 
and call upon Him! 

“Thank you, Brother Rice, and 
may He continue to bless you for 
many, many more years in your 
marvelous ministry.”

has jeopardized his life, and per- 
haps an arm may be disabled, or 
a limb taken away, or a sense 
lost, or an injury irretrievably 
done to his body; yet he claps his 
hands and says, “I have saved 
lives from death!” The crowd in 
the street hail him as a man who 
has been the deliverer of his 
fellow-creatures, honouring him 
more than the monarch who has 
stormed a city, sacked a town, 
and murdered myriads. But, alas! 
the body which was saved from 
death today may die tomorrow, 
Not so the soul that is saved 
from death: It is saved everlast- 
ingly. It is saved beyond the fear 
of destruction. And if there be 
joy in the breast of a benevolent 
man when he saves a body from 
death how much more blessed 
must he be when he is made the 
means in the hand‘of Ged of 
saving “a soul from death,” and 
hiding a multitude of sins! It 
was Richard Knill, that blessed 
missionary of the Cross to whom 
I am personally so deeply in- 
debted, who said that, if there 
were only one unconverted per- 


son in the whole world, and that 
person lived in the wilds of Siberia, 
and if every Christian minister 
and every private believer*in the 
world had to make a pilgrimage 
to that spot before that soul 
were brought to Christ, the labour 
would be well expended if that 
one soul were so saved. This is 
putting the truth a striking 
way, but in a way in Which every- 
one who realizes the value of im- 
mortal souls will heartily con- 
cur. 


When I began to preach in the 
little thatched chapel at Water- 
beach, my first concern was, 
Would God save any souls through 
me? They called me a ragged- 
headed boy,. and I think I was 
just that; I know I wore a jacket. 
After I had preached for some 
little time, I thought, “This gos- 
pel has saved me, but then some- 
body else preached it; will it save 
anybody else now that I preach 
it?” Some Sundays went over, 
and I useq to say to the deacons, 
“Have you heard of anybody find- 
ing the Lord under my ministry? 
Do you know of anyone brought 


to Christ through my preaching ?” 


My good old friend and deacon 
said, “I am sure somebody must 
have received the Saviour; I am

answered “but I want to know it,

How my heart leaped ior joy 


when 1 heard tidings oi my first 


convert! .I cou.:u never be satis- 
fied with a full congrega.uon, and 
the kind expressions of iriends; 
l longed to hear tnat nearts uau 
peen broken, that tears had.been 
seen streaming irom the eyes of 
penitents. How I did rejoice, as 
one that findeth great spoil, one 
Sunday afternoon when my good 
deacon said to me, “God has set 
His seat on your ministry in this 
place, sir.” Oh, if anybody had 
said to me, “Someone has left 
you twenty thousand pounds,” I 
Should not have given a snap of 
my fingers for it, compared with 
tne joy which 1 ics waen I was 
told that God had saved a soul 
through my ministry! “Who 1s 
it?” I asked. “Oh, it is a poor 
labouring man’s wife over at 
such-and-such a place! She went 
home brokenhearted by your ser- 
mon two or three Sundays ago, 
and she would like te speak 1.0 
you.” I said, “Will you drive me 
over there? I must go to see 
her;” and early on the Monday 
morning 1 was driving down to 
the village my deacon had men- 
tioned, to see my first spiritual 
child. I have in imy eye now une 
cottage in which she lived: be- 
lieve me, it always appears pic- 
turesque. I felt like the boy who 
has earned his first guinea, or 
like a diver who has been down 
to the depths of the sea and 
brought up a rare pearl. I prize 
each one whom God has given me, 
but I prize that woman most. 
Since then, my Lord has biessed 
me to many thousands of souls 
who have found the Saviour by 
hearing or reading wordswhich 
have come from my lips. I have 
had a great many spiritual Chil- 
dren born of the preaching of the 
Word, but I still think that wo- 
man was the best of the lot. At 
least, she did not live long enough 
for me to find many faults in her. 
After a year or two of faithful 
witness-bearing, she went home, 
to lead the way for a goodly num- 
ber who have followed her. I re- 
member well her being received 
into the church, and dying, and 
going to Heaven. She was the 
first seal to my ministry, and 
a very precious one. No mother 
was ever more full of happiness 
at the sight of her firstborn son. 
Then could I have sung the song 
of the Virgin Mary, for my soul 
did magnify the Lord for all gen- 
erations should call me blessed, 
for so I counted and still count 
the conversion of one _ soul. I 
would rather be the means of 
saving a soul from death than 
be the greatest orator on earth. 
i would rather bring the poorest 
woman in the world to the feet 
of Jesus than to be made Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury.

To win a soul from 
going down into the pit is a more 
glorious achievement than to be 
crowned in the arena of theologi- 
cal controversy as Dr. Sufficient- 
fissimus; to have faithfully  un- 
veiled the glory of God in the 
face of Jesus Christ will be, in 
the final judgment, accounted 
worthier service than to have 
solved the roblems of the relig- 
ious Sphinx, or to have cut the 
Gordian knot of Apocalyptic dif- 
ficulty. One of my happiest 
thoughts is that, when I die, it 
shall be my privilege to enter into 
rest in the bosom of Christ, and 
I know that I shall not enjoy my 
Heaven alone. Thousands have

We seek to revive 
the saints and to win souls to 
Christ without arousing unneces- 
sary denominational controversies. 


God is wonderfully blessing 
these consecrated, Spirit-filled 
young men, They are strong, 
powerful Bible preachers; they 
have blessed revivals and- win 
many, many souls. Each of them 
is adequate for union campaigns.

This was 
en old-time revival with shouting 
and singing and rejoicing by the 
saints. One man saved shouted 
the praises of God, caring not 
what people might think.- The 
little church was crowded night 
after night the entire’ three 
weeks. The beer-joint man said 
that we had nearfy ruined. his 
business for over half of his cus- 
tomers were saved. 


“IT know that those figures are
